Paving of Rockland and Grove Place 

May All Be Charged to Property-Owners 



Council Authorized to Assess 

Costs by Borough

Narberth will soon have no unpaved 
streets within its limits if the opinion 
of Council as expressed at the May 
meeting of that body on Monday night 
remains unchanged. The Highway 
and Sewer Committee reported that 
the petition of Wynnewood Court, one 
of the four unpaved streets, was now 
in order. Bids will be advertised for 
its paving immediately. 

According to the chairman's report 
the prospects for securing the suffi- 
cient number of signers on the petition 
for the paving of Rockland Road from 
the railroad bridge to Narberth Ave- 
nue looked bright. After the report 
had been written, however, further 
attempts to secure the necessary addi- 
tional signatures proved unavailing. 
In the discussion which ensued at the 
meeting it was brought out by one of 
the Councilmen that Council possessed 
the legal right, according to the Bor- 
ough Code, to have streets paved and 
the total cost therefor levied against 
the property owners with or without 
their consent. The petitions which are 
being circulated for the paving of 
Grove Place and Rockland Road call 
for their paving under the terms of 
the Street Improvement Bond Issue, 
according to which property owners 
would pay only 30 per cent, of the 
cost, the other 70 per cent, being borne 
by the Borough. 

It was authoritatively stated at the 
close of the meeting that in the event 
of failure to secure sufficient signa- 
tures from property owners on Rock- 
land Road and Grove Place agreeing 
to pay 30 per cent., it may be neces- 
sary to proceed, under the statute men- 
tioned above, which would require the 
property owners to pay 100 per cent. 

For that reason the Highway Com- 
mittee submitted a supplementary 
recommendation, which was approved, 
and which authorizes them to adver- 
tise for bids for the paving of Wynne- 
wood Court, Rockland Road from the 
railroad to Narberth Avenue, and 
Grove Place immediately. If the three 
streets can be paved as one job it 
is thought that a lower figure can be 
procured for the work, whereas it will 
cost both the property owners and the 
borough more if they have to be done 
as separate jobs. 

The east side of Wynnewood Ave- 
nue will also be rebuilt by the bor- 
ough; the work to start immediately. 
This street has been subjected to hard 
wear by busses, and was getting in 
deplorable condition. If county aid is 
secured for this road, the west half 
will likewise be rebuilt this year; 
otherwise it will have to wait until 1930 
when its cost can be covered by bor- 
ough funds.

In which we view the Bryn Mawr and 
other Main Line towns of thirty years 
ago, traversing the countryside from 
Overbroolt to Rosemont. 

Do you care to proceed along the 
continuation of the older with the 
newer Gulf Road? You will see a 
pretty, diversified farming country. 
But suppose we find our way among 
the modern branching avenues and 
examine this town of Bryn Mawr. 
Very beautiful, is it not? seated upon 
hills as its Welsh name implies, from 
any one of which may be commanded 
a wonderful view of Lower Merion 
spread out like a literal promised land 
flowing with milk and honey? The 
distant hill-enthroned village to the 
north is Merion Square, once called 
in derision the War Office. Bryn 
Mawr has no set limits; the careless 
observer, not trained to discriminate 
between the old and the new, would 
say that the town extended, like a red 
and yellow scarf, from Rosemont to 
Overbrook. To our plain Quaker 
taste these red and yellow villas form- 
ing the scarf appear far too numerous, 
but the people evidently are trying to 
solve all hygienic and moral problems. 
If this is the ideal country village, the 
home beautiful of the future will be 
in just such a country village; city 
crowds, city noises, city smoke, city 
filth and city poverty being things of 
the past; and then it will be said of 
Lower Merion that she was far in 
advance of her age in relegating all 
such things to the forgotten bar- 
barities. 

At Rosemont still stands a semi- 
modern cottage in which Longfellow 
lived during Centennial summer, and 
in which he wrote his poem upon old 
Radnor church, which, although 
founded by the same Welsh settlers, 
is too far over the Delaware County 
line for Lower Merion to claim. For 
the same reason we cannot embrace 
Villanova College, though it barely 
escapes us; nor Haverford College, 
although we do boldly grasp its beau- 
tiful granite gates, the posts of which 
are memorial stones celebrating a semi- 
centennial. Lower Merion then en- 
courages her sons to enter the halls 
of learning founded by her own found- 
ers, the Quakers; if she does not pre- 
cisely bid them enter at Villanova, the 
domain of the Catholic Church, she 
more than makes up for her neglect 
both at Merion and Overbiviok: for 
bt:i\vet.-ii these stations upon tin; lVim- 
sji.-mia Railroad stands a -jlendid 
;>'ile of architecture known as the 
tiit-ological seminary of St. Charles 
Borronieo, Lower Merion cannot af- 
ford to deny her Catholic citizens. One 
of these is everywhere quoted for 
Lower Merion as Stephen Girard is 
for Philadelphia. Dennis Kelley, an 
illiterate Irishman, came to the town- 
ship with a pack upon his back and 
began his career by weaving carpet 
in the loft of a spring house near Ard- 
more, pushing his finished wares to 
Philadelphia in a wheelbarrow for 
sale. He died a millionaire. He it 
was who developed the water power 
of Cobb's Creek, thus reaping the 
gratitude of Delaware County as well 
as Montgomery; he- it was who made 
property valuable in the southeastern 
corner of Lower Merion, near the 
Delaware and Philadelphia County 
lines. And Dennis Kelley is not the 
only poor man who won wealth in 
Lower Merion. 

If we desired to pass in reality, as 
we have done so rapidly in fancy, 
from Rosemont to Overbrook and vi- 
cinity, it would probably be by way 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad or the 
Lancaster Turnpike already alluded 
to. From all of the old roads branch 
off many byroads nearly as ancient, 
but the exa'ct date of whose laying 
out is not popularlv known. The 
Schuylkill early had a highway along 
its banks, and from this road others 
soon deflected into the interior of the 
township following the streams up 
through the ravines. Among the new- 
est roads are the avenues opened to 
reach certain stations upon the Penn- 



sylvania Railroad, giving rise to the 
singular fact that while that portion 
of Lower Merion near the Schuylkill 
has changed very little within the 
memory of the present generation, 
that near the Delaware County line 
has become so altered within the last 
ten years that an old resident would 
scarcely recognize it, except by its 
prominent natural features. Hence the 
red-and-yellow scarf from Rosemont 
to Overbrook. But it is a mistake to 
suppose that this linear, fashionable 
suburban town is just what it appears 
in every sense — a mushroom creation 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. Bryn Mawr, it is true, had this 
august corporation for its sponsor in 
baptism, but the site chosen for the 
proposed ideal village had crowding 
upon it Humphreystown and Possum- 
town. The hamlet at Haverford is an 
outgrowth from the Quaker college 
founded fifty years ago. Libertyville, 
or rather Wynnewood, is probably the 
oldest settlement in Pennsylvania. 
Ardmore, formerly Athensville, is very 
little younger.. Merion was a name 
and a station known and recognized 
before Elm and Bryn Mawr. So it 
will be seen, although the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, with wealth and fash- 
ion, dominates, this part of Lower 
Merion still preserves its traditions; 
the railroad found as much as it cre- 
ated. The new has not yet quite 
driven out the old. The grand home- 
stead of the Humphreys' family still 
stands in all its antique splendor in 
the very midst of Bryn Mawr's pal- 
aces. Side by side with one of the 
prettiest stone cottages in Ardmore 
may be seen a picturesque old barn, 
beautifully embowered in graceful Vir- 
ginia creeper and scarlet-blossomed 
trumpet vine.

Death Dealing Hedges 

The chief cause of regret is the 
realization that things might have hap- 
pened differently. If there was no al- 
ternative there is no need of bemoan- 
ing our lot. We might as well turn 
fatalist and say it was God's will. 

Such reflections are brought to mind 
by the recent accident at the corner of 
Sabine and Wynnewood Avenues, re- 
sulting in the death of a young man 
24 years old. Imagining the causes 
of this accident is a futile occupation, 
yet it is fairly certain that if both 
machines had been going within the 
legal speed limit, twenty miles an hour, 
or if there had been a clear view from 
both directions no accident would have 
taken place. 

The corner at which this catastrophe 
occurred is only one of many danger- 
ous ones in Narberth. There are sev- 
eral other intersections within the bor- 
ough's limits as bad or worse. At- 
tempts have been made to decrease 
the dangers at these bad intersections 
by marking the words SLOW on the 
street in large white letters. This pre- 
cautionary step on the part of the 
authorities has no value unless motor- 
ists co-operate by showing caution. 

One public-spirited citizen, Charles 
V. Noel, has cut down the hedge on 
his property so low that it cannot in 
any way obscure the vision of motor- 
ists at that corner. If the property 
owners at corners having poor visibil- 
ity due to artificial obstructions such 
as htdjtes v.-nuld follow this good ex- 
ample ths chances of such an accident 
happening as occurred at Wynnewood 
nnd Sabine would be parpa^'.y de-

A Record-Breaker 



This is the first of a series of 
articles on "Prohibition" express- 
ing the personal views of the con- 
tributor rather than the editorial 
policy of the paper. — Ed. Note. 

The entire Atlantic Seaboard, if not 
the nation, is agitated about the sub- 
ject of prohibition and the laws per- 
tinent to it. Your editor has per- 
mitted me to develop a series of 
personal views on the subject subject 
to correction and criticism by any 
reader. 

* * * - 

First of all let us consider the mat- 
ter of alcoholic beverages and stimu- 
lant. No one of normal physical vigor 
needs strong drink in youth or middle 
age. Most physicians agree that all of 
us would be happier if we had never 
known of fermented, brewed or dis- 
tilled beverages. Fortunes have been 
lost through an abnormal craving for 
alcohol; health has been destroyed; 
family life has been disrupted; all 
sense of propriety and ambition falls 
before an excessive flood of liquor; 
death stalks in the wake of too much 
drink or bad drink, and tragedy may 
lurk in every bottle. 

The reasons for desiring drink are 
either sentimental or physiological. 
The cheering cup has been an institu- 
tion for countless generations; the 
stimulation of mild drinking induces 
sprightly conversation, contributes oc- 
casionally to literature or art, wipes 
away the psychological barriers of 
shyness and reticence and renders so- 
cial intercourse more easy. 

However, some drink to forget, feel- 
ing that in their cups they may be ob- 
vious of the slights or abuses of an 
unsympathetic world. The resultant 
depression must be far worse to these 
benighted souls than the temporary 
oblivion. 

Some drink to fall into a spirit of 
gayety and artificial mirth, but gloom 
is likely to follow. Some imbibe to 
get greater courage, but the accom- 
panying unsteadiness undoes much of 
the gain. 

There is, however, use for spirituous 
beverages, and I cannot find it in my 
heart to condemn the people who sip 
their wine at boulevard cafes in Paris, 
the foxhunting gentry of Britain who 
revive their spirits and drive the 
chill out of their bones with a glass or 
two of port after a hard day's run to 
hounds, the peasants of Italy who 
moisten their tongues with a drop of 
grape as clear as their native sun- 
shine, the futile Mexican who drowns 
his purposeless self in tequila, the 
high-speed executive who dulls his 
jangling nerves with a highball, or the 
quiet families who add a sparkle to a

No matter how we, as individuals, 
feel about this condition, we recog- 
nize that it has reached a state in pub- 
lic attention out of all proportion \o 
its intrinsic importance, and sooner or ; 
later we will be called up-'ulo <ie- ] 
clare ourselves one way or another, it | 
is to clarify our views on the subject 
that I am going to present mine, and 
I shall sincerely welcome comments 
from readers. 

The time is approaching when we 
must obey the law or see that it is 
changed. Forces greater than the 
imagination of most of us are working 
to retain it, and others equally great 
are striving to utterly destroy it. Is 
there a middle track that will even- 
tually prove satisfactory to everyone? 
Probably not. 

Our acknowledged nation-wide hy- 
pocrisy on the matter of observance 
must gradually dissolve. Men will not 
be able to say, "Oh, yes, I drink, but 
I wouldn't vote for repeal or modifi- 
cation because I don't want my sons 
to form the habit. I remember what 
an open country offered to young boys 
in the way of pitfalls." It is just as 
sensible for the young men to say that 
they won't vote for repeal because 
their fathers would drink more if 
drink were easier to oMain. 

Next week we'll stop for a minute 
to reflect about the conditions in pre- 
prohibition America before the war.

to Win Big Meet 

Withdrawal of N. Y. U. Boosts 

Local College's 

Chances. 
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French Abbe Tells How 
to Wend Way Thru Mazes 



With the Middle Atlantic States 
Collegiate Association championship 
meet only a week off, Haverford Col- 
lege is in the grip of anticipation, not 
only as host to the seventeen compet- 
ing colleges, but as an outstanding 
contender for the championshp. 

Prospects of the Main Line college 
were boosted sky-high this week with 
word of the withdrawal of New York 
University from the meet. For the 
last four years Haverford has easily 
landed second place in the contest, 
with N. Y. U. usually ahead. 

The action on the part of New York 
University follows announcement that 
the institution has outgrown the class 
of the member-colleges of the associa- 
tion and that, therefore, it would re- 
sign from the association, effective 
June 1. 

Although N. Y. U. is officially out 
of the meet it is planning to send its 
crack relay team here to compete in 
a special race. The object of the test 
would be to try for the 2400-yard relay 
world's record. A University of Penn- 
sylvania or Meadowbrook A. C. team 
may oppose the Empire State runners. 
The meet will open Friday at Wal- 
ton Field with more than 400 athletes 
entered. Among the larger teams 
signed up are: Lafayette, 54 men; 
Haverford, 47; Swarthmore, 32; Union, 
34, and Alfred, 27. 

In addition to Haverford, the first- 
place contenders are Swarthmore, 
Lafayette, Union, Johns Hopkins, Al- 
fred and Dickinson. If past records 
mean anything, Haverford is the 
strongest of the lot, as it has been 
well above all schools except N. Y. U. 
in the final scoring the last four years. 
In spite of its recent standing, Hav- 
erford has never won the champion- 
ship of the association, and with an 
excellent chance this year anticipation 
is keen. 

Hopes of Haverford are . pinned 
chiefly on Morris, stellar shotputter 
and discus tosser; Ensworth, a speedy 
sprinter in the dashes; Sykes, in the 
low hurdles; Mawhinney, in the half- 
mile; Edgar twins, in the mile, and 
Speck in the pole vault. Each of these 
men has a good chance to win a first 
place. 



Council May Proceed 

With Street Paving 

CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1 

The report of the Highway and 
.Sewer Committee is as follows: 

"Your Committee on Highways 
and Sewers submits the following re- 
port for the month of April and rec- 
ommendations for new work in the 
immediate future: 

"The Solicitor's office delivered us a 
written opinion under the date of 
April 26, indicating that the work of 
paving Wynnewood Court in accord- 
ance with the petition received from 
the residents thereof can be undertaken 
without receiving a deed of dedica- 
tion. We, therefore, recommend that 
this committee be authorized to ad- 
vertise for bids to install the perma- 
nent pavement on Wynnewood Court, 
acting in accordance with all of the 
terms of the Street Improvement Bond 
issue and the ordinances previously 
passed in connection therewith. 

"We recommend and request au- 
thority to rebuild the east side of 
Wynnewood Avenue eight feet wide 
from Windsor Avenue north to Mont- 
gomery Avenue at a total expenditure 
of not more than $5000. Our estimate 
of the cost of this work is based upon 
2822 square yards at $1.75 a yard, 
amounting to $4938.50. This amount 
of money would be derived from cur- 
rent funds, for which provision has 
already been made in the current bud- 
get. It is our desire to start this work 
on Wynnewood Avenue this week if 
we receive the authorization of Coun- 
cil to proceed. 

"Your committee now has in its 
hands a petition for paving Rockland 
Road from the railway bridge to Nar- 
berth Avenue under the terms of the 
Street Improvement Bond issue. This 
petition has already been signed by 
eleven abutting property owners rep- 
resenting 955 front feet. It is neces- 
sary to obtain signatures representing 
at least 425 additional front feet be- 
fore this improvement can be under- 
taken. We hope to secure the neces- 
sarv additional signatures before the 
next meeting of Council and to be 
able, at that time, to request authori- 
zation to proceed with the permanent 
improvement of that street. 

"During the month of April we in- 
stalled citv inlets at the northeast cor- 
ner of Hampden and Windsor Ave- 
nues; at the southeast corner of Nar- 
berth and Windsor Avenues; at the 
northeast corner of Dudley and Wind- 
sor Avenues; and at the southeast 
corner of Dudley and Windsor Ave- 
nues. The installation of these inlets 
enabled us to fill in depressed gutter 
intersections which had previously 
presented a traffic hazard. 

"During the month of April we ex- 
pended $1368, of which $133.98 was 
for street maintenance materials and 
the remainder was for labor, as fol- 
lows: For street cleaning, $308.60; for 
street maintenance, $131.40; for col- 
lecting 795 cubic yards of ashes, 
$827.19; for labor on the steam roller 
when rented, $7.40; for installation of 
inlets adn raising depressed gutters, 
$93.50." 



In his fascinating little volume, "The 
Art of Thinking," Abbe Ernest Dim- 
net offers the following suggestions as 
regards reading: 

"If you want to be vitalized into 
the power of thinking real thoughts 
and if you want never to know a dull 
instant while reading, do what has 
been done by the best specimens of 
mankind since there have been books 
— resolutely leave out whatever is not 
of the best. 

"Does this mean that we should give 
up contemporary literature and live 
entirely in the monuments of the pastr 
No, indeed, for nothing helps thought 
like 'hie' and 'nunc' questions, and if 
you do not belong to your own time, 
what time can you belong to? We 
should read modern poets and mod- 
ern novelists and follow art in its 
most advanced manifestations. There 
must have been towards 1840 suspi- 
cious old Londoners who refused to 
read the 'Pickwick Papers' because the 
book was so unlike Mr. Addison s 
'Spectator.' These old fogies were 
losers. It would be as foolish today 
to ignore Mr. Sinclair Lewis or Mr. 
Arnold Bennett, even if we suspect 
that, in eighty years, they will not 
appear like the Dickenses of the early 
twentieth century. On the other hand, 
if you try to keep up with the indus- 
trialized literary production of today 
you will be swamped and lost. Is 
there no way of making a selection.' 

"There are dozens of ways, but here 
is an easv recipe. Nobody can twit 
you with 'an affectation of indifference 
to the present time if you leave out 
books which you find are forgotten 
three months— that is to say, twelve 
short weeks after their publication. Do 
not read those. You will be surprised 
to see how few there will be left to 
read. People do not realize that the 
feverish excitement often produced on 
the publication of many books, and 
which the innocent public can hardly 
resist, is entirely commercial and ar- 
tificially created by publishers. They 
imagine that the book itself does it 
all. But the book does not do it, and 
the publisher cannot do it longer than 
a week or two. When ten more weeks 
have put their dead weight on the 
little excitement, it is more than for- 
gotten. Draw up a test of the Ameri- 
can writers whose works published 
several years ago are still on the 
shelves where the eye and hand occa- 
sionally travel. These are the ones 
it would be unforgivable to desert, 
even for far superior reading, but you 
will see how few they are. Notoriety, 
high as it is above mere publicity, is 
still many degrees below fame. If a 
man reproaches you for ignoring 
books that have not made their author 
famous, he is speaking from publish- 
ers' blurbs and ought to be listened to 
accordingly. 

"The busier we are the more severe 
our selection should be. . . . Par- 
ents anxious to give their children the 
best of everything should as resolutely 
pack away trash of all kinds from their 
reach as if it were poison. It is sur- 
prising that intelligent people anxious 
to do their best should not realize 
that no book ought to be left in the 
nursery that is inferior to 'Robinson 
Crusoe,' 'The Arabian Nights' or Per- 
rault's 'Fairy Tales.'

Transport Chevrolet 

on Backs of Coolies 

It became necessary a few weeks 
ago, for the first time in the history 
of Chevrolet Motor Company, to dis- 
mantle a car after sale in order to 
deliver it to its purchaser. This inter- 
esting incident occurred in Acheen, 
northern Sumatra, an outpost typical 
of numerous forsaken corners which 
Chevrolet has been pioneering for 
years. 

One of the last provinces of the 
Dutch East Indies to submit to Dutch 
rule, Acheen has never been totally 
free from recurring outbursts of 
trouble. As a result, progress has 
lagged. Because it is rich in oil and 
endowed with fertile soil, steps have 
been taken by the government to 
penetrate it with roads. 

Not long ago the Chevrolet dealer 
at Langsa received an order from the 
Department of Public Works for a 
Chevrolet truck to be delivered to a 
point where the authorities were busy 
with a road which is to run from Sigli 
on the north coast of Sumatra to Meu- 
laboh on the west coast, a distance of 
about two hundred and twenty miles. 
From Meulaboh a road already ex- 
isted up to a point about fifty miles 
inland. It was from here that the road 
was to be cut through the jungle to 
link up with a similarly short road 
running inland from Sigli. 

Ships do not call at Meulaboh, so 
that it was impossible to transport 
the Chevrolet truck by this means. 
There was only one solution — the 
truck had to be dismantled and car- 
ried overland by coolies to the scene 
of operation. The work of dismantling 
was carried out by the dealer and the 
weary task of transporting the parts 
was started. 

Without doubt it was the strangest 
caravan ever to move across this sec- 
tion of jungle land. A coolie, lugging 
a wheel, marched a little in advance. 
The cylinder block was in the custody 
of a particularly husky pair. And so 
on. The heavier parts were carried in 
shifts to divide the work equally. 

The route led through almost im- 
penetrable jungle, along narrow moun- 
tain paths and over ravines and rivers. 
On one occasion in the trek, a stream, 
spanned only by a cable line, blocked 
the route. Nothing daunted, the ex- 
pedition chiefs dispatched the coolies 
with the parts for which they were re- 
sponsible across the stream "on the 
wire." 

Nearly a month was required to 
complete the jaunt. The day the last 
of the parts arrived the truck was 
assembled by_ the dealer's mechanic. 
The next day it was doing Trojan duty 
as.. Chevrolet trucks have done many 
times before in pioneering enterprises.

Gas Company. 

The companies involved in the pro- 
posed consolidation are now serving 
a population of 2,800,000 persons and 
operate ten generating stations with 
an installed strain capacity of 675,000 
kw. net including 252,000 kw hydr, • 
electric capacity of Conowingo. 

The number of customers served by 
these companies at the end of 1928 
was 610,782 electric and 113,580 gas, 
a total of 724,362.

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Main Line Federation of Churches Teaches 

Co-operation, Tolerance, and Good Will 



By Miss Alice Ambler. 
The statement that "No man can 
live unto himself" is probably a more 
vital truth today than ever before in 
this community or in any other. 
There was a time when each household 
produced not only all of its own food 
and manufactured its own clothing, 
but produced the raw materials as 
well. Father and son, mother and 
•daughter, worked together within the 
limits of the home. Even then the 
honesty, ambition and thrift of each 
neighbor, though widely scattered, af- 
fected the welfare of every other. 

If this were true 100 years ago, how 
much more are we concerned about 
•our neighbors today in this rapidly-de- 
veloping community along the Main 
Line. Members of one group cannot 
live happy, secure, prosperous lives, 
•educating and training their children 
to be the high type of youth that they 
-want them to be unless their neighbors 
too are receiving legitimate satisfaction 
from life and are educating and train- 
ing their children to be honest, thrifty, 
•God-fearing, useful citizens. 

The Main Line Federation of 
Churches is in itself a splendid ex- 
ample of co-operation, tolerance and 
good will. Here are twenty-one local 
•churches of various denominations, 
•civic organizations and service clubs 
banded together for the common pur- 
pose of expressing Christian neighbor- 
liness in concrete ways in this com- 
munity. 

Just as individuals cannot live apart 
so an organization is very dependent. 
It must look both to individuals and 
to other organizations for moral as 
well as for financial support. There 
are trained and sympathetic visitors 
who talk with those in trouble, and 
who, from extensive knowledge of 
■community resources, help to solve 
•difficulties. Some of these sources of 
help are: health care, through the 
family physician; the hospital, State 
Clinic, Visiting Nurse, convalescent 
and vacation homes; mental and moral 
care, through psychiatric and voca- 
tional guidance clinics, through the 
strengthening of church ties and pro- 
visions for wholesome recreation; 
financial care, through contributions 
■of relatives or from special help from 
the church, or interested individuals. 
In some instances families are eligible 
for some assistance from public agen- 
cies. The representatives of the pub- 
lic agencies who co-operate with the 
Federation of Churches, either through 
.service or by contribution of funds 
directly to the beneficiaries are: Mrs. 
Erwin Cheyney, of the Directors of 
the Poor; Miss Sarah Wetherill, of 
the Mothers' Assistance Fund; Miss 
Clara Gladwin, Probation Officer; Mr. 
James Harkness, Mr. McCurdy and 
Mr. McGovem, Health Officers; Cap- 
tain Smith and Captain Lafferty, of 
the police, all of Delaware County, 
From Montgomery County there are 
Mrs. Euphemia Dunn, of the Direo 
tors of the Poor; Mrs. Lydia Slaugh- 
ter, of the Mothers' Assistance Fund; 
Miss Susan Dunmore and Mr. Yeakle, 
Probation Officers; Mr. Marvin Rey- 
nolds, Health Officer, and Captain 
Smith, of Lower Merion Police. 

Each of these individuals represents 
a group of agencies bound by certain 
regulations prescribed by law to ren- 
der services to a very well defined 
group of persons. An agency sup- 
ported by private funds may have a 



wider, more general field of activities. 
So the Main Line Federation of 
Churches not only co-operates with 
all of these public agencies in helping 
to make constructive plans for those 
who need assistance, but in addition 
renders service to many individuals 
who are not eligible for assistance from 
any but an agency supported by pri- 
vate funds. 

This service may include counsel 
to families in which there is discord 
between man and wife, to families 
where there is lack of understanding 
between parents and children, to chil- 
dren needing special care or schooling, 
to young people starting out in life 
for themselves.

Bakers of Kew-Bee Bread 
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Entomologist Tells How 

to Combat Jap Beetle 

The following timely information re- 
garding the life habits of the Japanese 
beetle and methods of controlling it is 
furnished by the entomologist. Lor en B. 
Smith, in charge of preventing the spread 
of the Japanese Beetle at the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture's station, River- 
ton, N. J. 

The adult beetle usually appears 
about the middle of June, and is pres- 
ent during June, July, August, Sep 
tember and October. During that 
time it feeds on many species of eco- 
nomic plants, principally on the foliage 
and fruit of apples, peaches, cherries 
and grapes, and on many types of 
ornamental trees and shrubs. During 
the summer an adult beetle lays its 
eggs in the soil, which hatch into tiny 
larvae. These feed throughout the 
autumn and reach a length of approxi 
mately one inch by November, when 
feeding ceases and they descend 
deeper into the soil where they pass 
the winter in a quiescent condition. 
In the spring the feeding is resumed 
and the larvae pupate early in May 
the adult beetles emerging from the 
pupae during June and July. 

For the protection of apples, grapes 
and cherries we are recommending the 
use of three tablespoonsful of lead 
arsenate, two tablespoonsful of flour 
to one gallon of water. This is at the 
rate of approximately three pounds of 
arsenate of lead and two pounds of 
flour to fifty gallons of water. The 
lead arsenate and flour are made into 
a thin paste and diluted with the re 
quired amount of water. The beetles 
feed on both the upper and lower sides 
of the leaf and the spray should be 
directed to completely cover both sur- 
faces of the leaf. Do not wait until 
the beetles are present before applying 
this spray, but protect the foliage by 
spraying on or about June 25, regard- 
less of whether the beetles are present 
on the foliage or not. If heavy rains 
wash the spray off the plants, it may 
be necessary to repeat the application. 
Thoroughness in applying the sprays 
so that all portions of the foliage are 
covered is of the utmost importance. 
Do not apply poisons to any fruits as 
they are approaching the ripening 
period. 

To protect shade trees such as Elm, 
Linden, etc., shrubs and perennial 
plants, it has been found that coated 
lead arsenate, used at the rate of one 
tablespoonful to one gallon of water 
is sufficient. This material is a paste 
and quite heavy, so that this amount 
will be at the approximate rate of four 
pounds of the coated lead arsenate to 
fifty gallons of water. This material 
may be purchased in local stores in 
and around Philadelphia. 

In case it is desired to use a spray 
which will kill the beetles upon contact 
with it, we advise the use of a pyreth- 
rum soap which has been recently de- 
veloped at the Japanese Beetle Labo- 
ratory. This material is beinsj manu- 
facture.! and sold by a number of 
firms.
